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The  following  citations  comprise  the  materials  most  readily 
available  to  the  general  public  concerning  selected  aspects  of 
planning  in  the  greater  Atlanta  area.     TriJhile  the  traditional 
subjects  of  housing,   land  use,  and  transportation  receive  the 
most  attention,  the  newer  interests  of  criminal  justice,  health 
care,  and  water  pollution  are  not  neglected. 

The  chronological  approach  reflects  the  historical  bias 
of  the  compiler,  but  even  the  layman  should  find  interesting 
the  gradual  groTvrth  and  increasing  sophistication  of  the  planning 
process  from  year  to  year.     Also,  this  format  overcomes  the 
dilemma  of  arbitrarily  categorizing  entries  which  can  be 
classified  several  different  ways.     A  fairly  thorough  index  is 
provided  to  compensate  for  the  departure  from  more  traditional 
forms  of  bibliography. 

An  additional  advantage  to  this  sequential  approach  is 
that  the  researcher  who  is  already  familiar  with  Atlanta's 
planning  history  may   "catch  up"  on  the  more  recent  developments 
without  reading  the  entire  list.     Unfortunately,  because  of 
certain  exigencies  in  the  preparation  of  this  material,  it  is 
not  as  complete  nor  as  up-to-date  as  some  readers  will  desire. 
Margr  1973  references  xjhich  are  known  to  exist  were  not  available 
through  the  normal  channels   in  early  197ii,   for  instance. 

The  five  coimties   comprising  the  SMSA  of  1970   (ten  more 
were  added  officially  in    '73)  are  the  focus  of  this  biblio- 
graphy.    They  cover  1,728  square  miles  and  housed  1,390,000 
people  as   of  the  last  census,  but  the  urbanized  area  containing 
85  per  cent  of  the  population  occupies  only  one  quarter  of  the 
SMSA  territory.     The  counties  and  their  incorporated 
municipalities  are:

The  umbrella  planning  agency  x^hich  noxj  covers  these  counties, 
the  Atlanta  Regional  Commission,  also  encompasses  Douglas 
County,   including  Douglas ville,  and  Rockdale  County,   including 
Conyers . 

Founded  as  a  railroad  terminus   in  1837,  Atlanta  vras 
incorporated  as  a  city  ten  years  later  and  became  the  state 
capital  in  1868,  although  not  the  state's  largest  city  until 
1880.     The  vast  destruction  X'lhich  occurred  during  General  IJilliam 
Tecumseh  Sherman's    "march  to  the  sea"  in  18614.  could  not  retard 
development  at  this   geographically  strategic  point  in  the  South- 
east.    Rebirth  of  the  city  was  perhaps  epitomized  by  the  holding 
there  of  two  expositions,   l88l  and  1895,  which  touted  what  the 
local  booster,  Henry  ¥oodf in  Grady,   called  the   "Wew  South^"  an 
industrializing,  urbanizing  departure  from  a  provincial,  agrarian 
society.     Ever  since,  Atlanta  has  attracted  an  unusually  high 
proportion  of   "Yankee"  xfhites,  while  its  federation  of  black 
private  colleges  has  drawn  a  large  middle  Negro  class  to  the  city. 

Atlanta  is  picturesque.     Sited  amidst  the  rolling  foothills 
of  the  Appalachian  Mountain  range,   it  has  a  profusion  of 
greenery  rarely  found  in  big  cities  today.     VJhile  the  grid 
pattern  predominates  dot'Tntovm,  the  curvilinear  plat  covers  not 
only  the  suburban  area  but  much  of  xxhat  lies  vjithin  the  city 
limits.     The  practice  of  building  houses  among  tcn-iering  pine 
trees  has  given  even  common -place  residences  somewhat  majestic 
settings.     Blooming  azaleas  and  dogi-joods  in  the  Spring  make  the 
city  a  brief  but  faainating  kaleidoscope  of  red,  xfhite  and  green. 
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Evidently  because  the  railroad  came  before  the  city  did, 
Atlanta  has  one  of  the  most  unusual  GBD  plats  found  in  this 
country.  Early  attempts  to  align  the  streets  x^rith  the  rail 
routes  has  resulted  in  the  juxtaposition  of  several  grids  at 
angles  to  each  other.  Another  concession  to  the  railroads  x-jas 
the  elevating  of  the  city's  arteries  over  the  tracks  by  means 
of  viaducts.  The  new  touring  fad  of  "underground"  Atlanta  stems 
from  the  embellishment  of  this  hitherto  unfrequented  sub-street- 
level  terrain. 

TTiile  tourism  does  not  command  a  high  position  in  the  planning 
profession,  nonetheless  some  valuable  insights  into  the  process 
of  design  can  be  gleaned  from  studying  what  attracts  people  and 
how  promoters  seek  to  gain  attention.  Therefore,  a  liberal  dosage 
of  general  descriptions  of  the  city  have  been  included  in  this 
listing.  Although  most  of  them  are  of  the  non-ana]ytical, 
"booster"  genre,  they  do  help  those  unfamiliar  with  the  place 
get  a  "feel"  for  the  metropolis. 

Entries  which  do  not  indicate  place  of  publication  are 
knovm  (or  presumed)  to  have  been  published  in  Atlanta. 
Selections  which  do  not  show  the  number  of  pages  are  either 
unpaginated  or  use  various  pagings.  Authorship  conforms  to 
the  style  found  most  often  in  public  and  quasi-public  libraries 
here  with  one  exception.  Consulting  firms  seem  to  have  caused 
cataloguers  the  most  confusion.  While  Eric  Hill  Associates  is 
usually  found  under  Hill  (Eric)  Associates,  Marshall  Kaplan's 
company  is  filed  by  .his  first  name!  The  form  of  Kaplan 
(Marshall).  .  .  has  been  used  throughout  this  listing. 

The  locating  of  agency  headings  may  require  some  ingenuity 
in  rearranging  the  sequence  of  names  or  terms,  but  the  variety 
of  organizations  is  not  as  profuse  as  the  references  might 
indicate.  For  example,  the  Atlanta  Regional  Commission  is  the 
1971  reorganization  of  the  Atlanta  Region  Metropolitan  Planning 
Commission,  which  in  turn  was  the  I960  expansion  of  the 
Metropolitan  Planning  Commission,  founded  in  19k7;   Urban  Georgia 
is  the  official  organ  of  the  Georgia  Municipal  Association  and 
xfas  former Ijr  entitled  Georgia  Municipal  Journal,  1962-67,  before 
which  it  was  published  as  the  Georgia  Local  Government  Journal. 

In  keeping  with  a  historic  orientation  most  pieces  xjhich 
cover  several  years  in  their  titles  are  located  below  under  the 
earliest  year  named  rather  than  the  latest  or  the  date  of 
publication.  A  rough  sequence  of  events  can  thus  be  reconstructed 
by  those  who  read  this  from  beginning  to  end:  the  erection  of 
housing  projects,  the  building  of  expressways,  the  ups  and  dovms 
of  attaining  rapid  transit,  etc. 

The  index  covers  not  on3y  proper  names  and  subjects  but  also 
periodicals  and  institutions.  Sometimes  a  researcher  cannot 
remember  the  author  or  the  title  of  a  needed  piece  but  can  recall 
the  journal  or  magazine  and  the  approximate  year.  However, 
those  seeking  an  Atlanta  magazine  article  will  have  to  look  up 
ninety  citations'.
